and a race which by its moral or rellgJJiis standards would 
assault, these would strike at the foundations of the repub- 
lic; 
therefore some restriction of immigration has In it the 


essential equality of equity. 


I believe that a common law which would boar equally 


upon all those various races and peoples that aro knock- 
ing at our doors would command the sympathy of the 
republic and the votes of the upright men, but any pro- 
posed legislation must have In It the essential notes of 
equity and absolute freedom from racial preudice.

PROFIT SHARING SCHEMES FAILURES.

I know a man who has a farm worth-$20,000 


which for ten years ho has been letting out to 
tenants. He has had the place stocked with the 
be.st dairy equipment possible, and In letting out 
the place has exacted of the tenant that he pur- 
chase one-half the stock and the equipment, the 
tenant nnd owner dividing equally on the profits. 
Here Is one of the best possible examples of; a 
profit sharing scheme, but from the point of.vlew 


of a roan who might reasonably expect a 5 per cent income 
on the value of his farm, the -whole scheme :has been ,a 
'failure. He flnds-'-tha# In-the eyes of most'of his tenants 
the mere idea that the tenant is compelled to share profit, la 
at once the stumbling block to the tenant's efforts. ' The 
tenant overlooks that he has the use of land worth $20,000, 


and that without the land he could do nothing; also b* 
forgets that he has Invested Li only half the equipment 
necessary to running the farm'ln the best manner possible. 
It Is the Idea that profits must be divided at all that dis- 
courages this labor when* in all logic the scheme was fof 
its encouragement.

homea destroyed. The property loss 
is estimated at 85,000,000.

distance telephone to New Orleans and 
Mobile. 


Every effort was being made at that 


hour by the authorities, raided by 
volunteer searching parties, to ascer- 
tain the loss of life, but owing to 
the darkness, the pouring rain and 
the debris filling the streets, it has 
thus far been impossible to discover 
with any degree of certainty thi ox- 
tent of the loss of life and proporty. 


Scores of houses were 
blown to 


splinters, others ULroofed and badly 
wrecked, including three railroad de- 
pots, and the telegraph service was 
demoralized. 


To add to the horror of the situa- 


tion the wreckage in various parts of 
the city is burniag, imperiling such 
buildings as escaped the fury of the 
storm. The latest report is that the 
Ore is sweeping all before it and that 
the damage will be immense.

The failure of Arcoricnn trade to

flooded by the waters of the Colorado 
river,

made and insufficient head gates dur- 
ing flood time, and in a manner not 
foreseen 
by 
the 
founders 
of the 


colony. 


There has never been any danger 


that the new Salton sea would reach 
the present settlars whose farms are 
still several hundred feet above the 
present-lake in the desert but the 
breaks 
in the canals as the waters 


rushed to the lower levels have caused 
some loss and great inconvenience. 


A large amount of money has al- 


ready been spent by the Southern Pa- 
cific Kail way Company and bv the 
promot-rs of the colony in endeavor- 
ing to repair the damage and just us 
they seemed about to succeed an in-

winter flood came aloug 


and destroyed their dam. Nothing

By Wall of Water—28,000 People 


Made Destitute. 


San Francisco, March 
3,—Tahiti 


and all the islands of the Society 
group were swept by a tremendous 
tidal wave on the night of February 
7, and the tidal wave was followed by 
one of the most disastrous hurricanes 
ever known in the South Seas. 


More than one hundred islands were 


devastated, 
the 
principal 
island, 


Tahiti, probably Buffeting less in pro- 
portion to its importance than any of 
the others, and about 28,000 persona 
were affected by the great disaster. 


The steamship Mariposa commanded 


by Captain Lawless brought the news 
today, but it had sailed from Papeete 
before the full extent of the disaster 
was known, and there is only conjec- 
ture as to 
the damage 
done. At 


Papeete there was little loaa of life, 
but almost the entire city was de- 
stroyed. Nearly a hundred neighbor- 
ing islands more exposed than Tahiti 
to the force of the sixty-foot 
tidal 


wave are reported to have been prac- 
tically swept away. 
The smaller is- 


lands are of coral formation, with 
about twenty-five feet of soil above 
sea level at the most. There are re- 
ports that these lauds have been cut 
down to the level of the sea, and if 
that is the truth probably not less 
than GOOO persons perished. 


There 
has 
been no-, such other 


tragedy in the South Seas during 
modern times, and it is improbable 
the historic devastation, similar in 
nature, of about 125 years ago was of 
such serious consequence. 


The water front of Papeete suffered 


terribly, 
being almost totally 
de- 


stroyed and houses swept 
two 
or 


three hundred yards up town. 


The postofilce 
aud 
the 
harbor 


master's residence were entirely de- 
stroyed. The streets are obstructed 
by broken houses, furniture, lumber 
and bedding. 
What was once a thriv 


ing town is now a howling wilderuess. 


If during the day of February 8 a 


southeast gale had 
not sprung up 


there would not have remained one 
stone upon another in the whole city.

PROFIT SHARING SCHEMES FAILURES.

I know a man who has a farm worth $20,000 


which for ton years ho has boon letting out to 
tenants. IIo lias had the place stocked with the 
best dairy equipment possible, and In letting out 
the place has exacted o)' the tenant that he pur- 
chase one-half the stock and the equipment, the 
tenant and owner dividing equally on the profits. 
Hero Is one of the best possible examples of n 
profit sharing scheme, but from the point of view 


of a man who rnl,v;hi reasonably expect a 5 per cent Income 
on tho value of hla farm, the whole scheme has been a 
failure. lie finds thri>t in the eyes of most of his tenants 
the mere idea that tho tenant is compelled to share profit, ia 
at once the stumbling block to the tenant's efforts. 
The 


tenant overlooks that he has the use of land worth $20,000, 


and that without the land he could do nothing; also h« 
forgets that he has invested Li only half the equipment 
necessary to running the farm'in the best manner possible. 
It Is the Idea that profits must he divided at all that dis- 
courages this labor where in all logic the scheme was for 
its encouragement. 


There is a New York house whore the scheme is failing 


every day, whether the chief owner knows it or not. 
Th« 


house is Interested sn a peculiar specialty, and in the found- 
ing of the concern the present business manager was one 
of the chief promoters. 
Not until it was well on its feet 


as a success did this manager t h i n k of some stock for 
himself. Then he made overtures to the one man who held 
the majority of the stock, and was allowed to purchase 
$."">.000 In shares. 
Soon a f t e r he discovered that the prin- 


cipal salesman of the establishment, covering a consider- 
able and difficult territory, was drawing exactly his own 
salary, and had been allowed to purchase $.>,000 worth o? 
stock on exactly the same terms as he. 


Thus the whole scheme Is a failure unless it may be that 


the greater encouragement that might come to the salesman 
is sufficient to overweigh the sulks and discomfiture of the 
business manager. 
At'loast the manager's heart Is out of 


Ills work, far more than if he were dependent tipo:; ;m 
insufficient salary only. 
Yet this business manager would 


be absolutely content wore it not thnt he fools a loss At 
serving man In the establishment is doing as well as he.

tent of the loss of life and property. 


Scores of houses were 
blown to

To add to the horror of the situa- 


tion the wreckage in various parts of 
the city is burning, imperiling such 
buildings as escaped the fury of the 
storm. The latest report is that the 
fire is sweeping all before it and that 
the dumuge will be immense.
